school Presbyterian, and it was her 
custom 
to alw ays say 
grace before 
meals, devoutly to return thanks after 
partaking of a m eal, and hold fam ily 
worship before retiring. 
Thus was Mrs. 
Bradshaw reared in the atmosphere of a 
Christian 
home. 
She 
enjoyed 
and 
studied nature. 
She loved the woods 
through 
which she rambled in 
her 
youthful days; 
heard music in the 
babbling brook and rippling stream, and 
saw the touch of D ivinity in the delicate 
tints of the fragrant wild flowers that 
grew around her rustic girlhood home. 
W hen reared she cam e to recognize 
D ivinity as written in nature on every 
hand, aud there was developed in her 
mind a deep religious conviction which 
strengthened w ith maturing years, as 
her broad and liberal mind expanded. 
W hile a Arm believer in Divinity, she 
never joined any church, giving as a 
reason that there w as som ething in each 
creed 
or discipline 
to 
which 
she 
felt she could not conscientiously sub­ 
scribe. 
Like m any of 
her time she 
tested 
everything 
bv 
that 
monitor 
w ithin, her conscience; and although 
told by ministers she could with consis­ 
tency choose that denomination which 
came the nearest to her view s, she felt 
such a course would not be wholly right 
for her to follow.

she impressed them with that influence 
and inspiration which sent all the large 
family, ten in number, who were spar**ri 
to maturity .into the world w ell equipped 
morally and developed m entally to fight 
w ell life’s battle. 
Self sacrificing and 
devoted to her fam ily, she has left 
an example of true motherhood, 
Those 
who knew her liest, the most respected 
her. 
She has nobly borne her |wtrt and 
after long years of latmr, like a well 
worn clock, the weary w heels o f life at 
last stand still, 
lier mission iii life, 
which extended over nearly four scon* 
years, is ended.

descendants, but w ill, as I believe, set.in 
motion chords that w ill vibrate for good 
throughout ceaseless ages of eternity. 
“ My friends, w ith all the w isdom of 
the accumulated centuries, there have 
been none who could paint a sunbeam, 
oouvev to canvas the fragrance of the 
Iii v. dispel that agony of the mind called 
grief, by gadd ing it with words, or 
futhom the m ystery of death; there­ 
fore, in the presence of thut remorseless 
reaper, who ‘reaps the bearded grain in 
a breath and the flowers that grow be 
tw een ,’ we stand appalled and helpless 
on the shores of tim e, and look out to 
ward the future whence our friends 
have gone. 
Frail humanity halts w hen 
the billows of eternity touch the shore* 
of tune. Reason alone ran go no further 
and Faith must soothe and support thos* 
w ho have been la-reft. 
“ We know som ething of life, and yet 
neither science or philosophy can define 
t, for life, strictly speaking, embraces 
and is partly m ade up of that w hich w< 
a ll death. 
F ew people stop to analyze 
fam iliar terms or go beyond the surface 
of that which seem s uninviting. N ever­ 
theless. life or existence is beyond doubt 
properly divided 
into 
three distinct 
stages. 
“ First, our em bryotic life, em bracing 
that period w hich ends at w hat we call 
b irth ; second, our active or physical 
period of existence, from birth to what 
we call d eath ; third, our m ental or 
spiritual existence, that begins w ith the 
dissolution of the physical body and en­ 
dures, as -we believe,throughout eternity. 
Each of these three stages, w hile dis­ 
tinct, develop new and higher powers 
and attributes, aud hence all this, we 
conclude, is embraced in the plan of our 
existence ; aud therefore, that w h ich we 
call death is but a stage in life, and as 
necessary thereto as that other event 
w e call birth. 
“ Solomon was the wisest man, and at 
this distance it w ould seem he must have 
meant to convey the idea that that which 
we call death is but a changed condition- 
in our existence w hen he said : ‘The day 
of our death is better than the day of our 
birth.’ Thus sight and reason as w ell as 
t he words of Solomon testify to an exist­ 
ence beyond the grave. But again, w hile 
it is not given to man to lift the vale and 
peer into that future that awaits us all, 
there is 
that 
implanted 
w ithin us 
that leads us to believe that w e shall 
meet and greet our loved ones gone be­ 
fore some sweet day, by arid by.
